In its three years of existence at 
Lake Land, THE GOLFERS have 
racked up a match record of 44-5.

This past year’s STUDENT SENATE has served Lake 
Land by attempting to iniatiate many new ideas. Due to 
its confederate structure, however, it was relatively inef- 
fective in areas other than entertainment. Though there 
were several outstanding individuals pursuing student 
government as a capable instrument, many became dis- 
mayed upon the realization that student voice was not 
indicated by higher officials of the educational faction. 
With a large turnover of senators each quarter, lack of 
interest from within, and inherent ineffectiveness due to 
structure, many felt the existence of the student senate, 
per se, was little more than a performance of wheel-spin- 
ning mimicry for too powerful students to be kept busy 
voicing varieties of tradition on tones.

It was 
not a popular decision, but was indicative of 
future belt-tightening foreseen in higher edu- 
cation all over the nation. 

With the late winter release of state funds 
for phase II of permanent campus buildings, 
the trustees began round two of the task to 
erect three new structures at the college. 

Tom Nolan, long-standing member decided 
against running for a new term in April; Tom 
Donnell replaces him on the board.
